Indiana, Ohio, Illinois and Other States 
Claimed by the Democrats Vote 
Strongly for the Republican 
‘Nominee. 


DEMOCRATS WIN GOVERNORS 
IN THE MIDDLE WEST STA TES 


While Ohio and Indiana Went for Taft They Seem 
to Have Elected Democrats for Governors. 
Although Taft Won, There Was a Tre- 
mendous Slump in the Republican 
Vote Elsewhere Except in a 
Few Eastern States.

General election returns throughout the United States, reteived 
up to an early hour this morning, show the following results: 

Wm. H. Taft, of Ohio, has been elected president with 298 
electoral votes secure and 13 doubtful. 

Practically no.change is indicated in the complexion of the na- 
tional house of representatives. 
| The United States senate will return its present republican ma- 
jority.

Ohio returns have been seriously delayed, owing to the imrtiefise 
size of the ballot, but Taft has carried the state by a mzjority rang- 
ing from 50,000 to 75,000. 

Taft carried New York city by about 11,000 plurality, this be- 
ing the first time the city has given its vote to a republican presi- 
dential candidate since 1896, when Mr. McKinley had a small 
plurality. 5 

Mr. Taft. received a greater pluralitv in New York state than 
President Roosevelt did four years ago, the indications pointing to 
202,000 for Taft as against 175,000 for Roosevelt. 

Hisgen, the independence party candidate for president, re- 
ceived about 28,000 votes in Greater New York. 

|, The indications are democratic governors have been elected in 
several of the middle western states that have given their presi- 
dential votes to Taft. 

Mr. Taft has exceeded Roosevelt’s plurality in New-Jersey and 
Massachusetts, as well as in New York.. 

The republican plurality fell off heavily in the middle west, a 
matter thoroughly surprising to republicans. Speaker Cannon has 
been re-elected by his usual majority. 

Representatives Payne, of New York, and Dalzell, of Pennsyl- 
yania, have been re-elected, and the house of representatives prob- 
ably will continue under its old regime. Mr. Payne will have 
charge of the new tariff bill in the extra session, which Mr. Taft 
will call immediately after March 4 next. 

Missouri has returned to the “Solid South” on the presidential 
ticket, and elected Cowherd as its governor. 

The first returns received were from the scattering districts 
in Massachusetts. The heavy pluralities indicated there for Mr. 
Taft seemed at once to dissipate any probability of a “landslide” 
for Mr. Bryan, as many democrats had claimed, -and the republican 
managers at once began to put out claims of victory. 

Returns from the wup-country districts of New York state, 
where voting machines are largely used, were the next to arrive. 
It had been 1 redicted for days that Erie county, including the heavy 
vote of Buffalo, might be taken as an index to the drift throughout 
the country. This has proved to be the case, so far as the national 
ticket was concerned, Mr. Taft having a plurality of something 
more than 4,000 votes. Erie county, surprisingly, however, gave 
Chanler a plurality of more than 3,000. The opponents of Governor 
Hughes were quick to claim’a sweeping victory, but returns from 
the other large counties and cities soon changed the complexion of 
the returns completely. 

The vote-in Greater New York for Mr. Chanler was deeply 
disappointing to his friends, while the heavy vote for Mr. Tait, 
especially in the borough of Brooklyn, completely eclipsed the most 
sanguine hopes of the republicans. Governor Hughes was cut heavi- 
ly up the state, but not so deeply as to imperil his election, once} 
the drift in his favor below the Bronx had begun to make itself felt.

Massachusetts, New York and New Jersey were striking ex- 
ceptions to the generally reduced republican pluralities. 

There has been a shrinkage in the democratic vote in several 
of the southern states, notably in Virginia and North Carolina. 

Mr. Taft has carried Wisconsin by a plurality estimated at 75,- 
000, a falling off from the Roosevelt plurality of 156,000 in 1904. 

Kentucky has gone safely for Mr. Bryan by between 10,000 
and 15,000. 

Representative W. S. Cowherd has been elected governor of 
Missouri over Hadley (republican) by about 20,000. 

Governor John A. Johnson, of Minnesota, has probably been 
elected governor of that state for a third term, althorgh the state 
has gone safcly for Taft. 

The voting throughout the country has been exceptionally 
‘heavy, ideal weather conditions bringing out the country voters in 
full force. 

Mr. Taft carried practically every so-called doubtful state, ex- 
cept Nebraska, where the indications point to a democratic victory. 

Mr. Bryan has carried Nevada and Montana in addition to the 
solid south, which includes Missouri. 

Returns from Colorado and Maryland are too meager to form 
a definite conclusion as to their ultimate alignment.

We Received Them at the Resi- 
dence of His Brother—Taft 
Ascribes the Vote of Con- 
necticut to the Infleence 
of Yale. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, November 3.—Up to 
10 o'clock tonight there had been no 
break in the optimistic character of the 
returns received at the CC. P. Taft resi- 
dence in this city, where William H. 
Taft, the republican candidate, and Mrs. 
Taft were surrounded by a merry party 
ef relatives and close friends. At that 
time Judge Taft had no doubt of his 
éliection, as indicated by the congratula- 
tory telegram he sent to Chairman 
Hitcheock shortly after 9 o'clock, cen- 
tral time. 

Judge Taft declined to make any Dut 
the most general expression of satis- 
faction, saying he should delay his 
Statement until Ohio Is heard from. 

Elaborate Preparations. 

Elaborate preparations had  0been 
made by C. P. Taft for the best tel- 
egraph service possible. One wire was 
directly connected with republican 
headquarters in New York, and three 
others brought in news by the Associat- 
ed Press and other sources. The first 
news Judge Taft received was over the 
long distance telephone from dis 
friend, Judge Fisher, at Jamestown, N. 
Y., and was to the effect that James- 
town had given Taft 2,900 majority. 

‘“‘What has pleased me more than eny- 
thing else up to this time,” remarked 
the candidate, shortly after 7 o'clock, 
“is the undoubted influence of Yale in 
‘Connecticut. We got Connecticut by 
$0,000, and Hartford by 3,600."’ 

President Roosevelt carried this city 
by 15,000. 

Chairman Hitchcock was heard from 
@s early as 6:30 o'clock. He said: 

“Hearty congratulations on magnifi- 
cent vote.” 

James S. Sherman followed Mr. Hitch- 
cock with this message: 

“My hearty and cordial congratula- 
tions. Your nomination created confi- 
dence; your masterly campaign accel- 
erated it: your election clinches it; 
your a@ninistration will continue it.” 

Governor Hughes wired Judge Taft 
at 8:30 o'clock: 

“Heartiest congratulations 
eplendid victory.” 

Street Demonstration. 


At midnight a street demonstration, 
which had been making merry dowa- 
town, reached the Taft residence. The

blocked with a shouting throng. 

Many of the lIocal republicans were 
out with their uniforms and banners. 
Cheers were given for ‘President Taft,” 
and other cheers for Mrs. Taft. 

Cries of “Speech! Speech!” from the 
crowd brought a response. . 

After expressing his deep apprecia- 
tion of the affection shown him by his 
friends and neighbors in the demon- 
stration, Judge Taft said the, election 
had been a most important one, and he 
hoped and believed would prove to be 
wholly in the interest of the whole 
country in promoting a return of pros- 
berity. 

“If the present returns are confirm- 
ed,” he continued, “indication of a 
complete republican victory, it shows 
that not only the business men, but 
the laboring men, wage-earners and 
the farmers, have had confidence in the 
repubiican party and the republican 
ticket. It indicates that they were in- 
dependent, and would not be controlled 
by any leader who might propose to 
deliver them to one party or another. 


He Lauds Roosevelt, 


“Now, my friends, if, as I say, these 
. veturns are confirmed by a decisive re- 
publican victory, if the congress and 
the executive shall be republican, I say 
‘that go far as I can pledge to you my 
é@nergy and all the ability that in me 
lies sliall be used to make the next 
administration a worthy successor of 
‘that of Theodore Roosevelt, and be- 
yond that I claim nothing higher.” 
-The speech was received with the 
greatest enthusiasm, which continued 
for some time thereafter. 

Mr. Taft stated after the demonstra- 
tion that he would have no statement 
to make tonight.

Taft's Running Male Talks of 
the Result 


ELECTION WON MONTH AGO 


Sherman Says That He Expected 
the Returns to Show the Elec~ 
tion of Taft—How President 
Roosevelt Heard the 
News. 


Utica, N. Y., November 3.—Jamea S. 
Sherman, the republican vice presidén- 
tial candidate, received the election 
returns at hig home on Upper Genesée 
street, this city, surrounded by a com- 
pany of relatives and friends. The 
house was supplied with long distance 


telephone connections and a direct tele- 
graph wire from New York, and as the 
bulletins were read to Mr. Sherman, he 
was congratulated by those assembled. 

It became evident from the start that 


Sherman. He has safd all the time that 
he expected the republicans would win 
and he expressed no surprise as the re- 
turns came indicating that the state 
had gone heavily for the republican na- 
tional ticket. He joked and talked with 
his visitors in a very happy frame of 
mind. Congratulations came from all 
sections early and the telephone wires 
were busy with the messages that were 
sent from home and abroad. 

A large crowd of people assembled 
in the street in front of Mr. Sherman’s 
residence, but as bulletins were not 
shown from that section of the city, 
the crowd thinned out and the street 
Was comparatively quiet. 

Sherman Not Surprised. 


Mr. Sherman said: 

“The result of the. national election 
does not eurprise me. For the past 
month I have been as sure of repub- 
Mean success as I am tonight. The 
republican party, platform and candi- 
dates stood for stability, order, confi- 
dence, a continuance of prosperity 
based upon a continuance of protection 
and the gold standard: stood for the 
equality of all men and all interests 
before the law. Mr. Bryan and Bryan- 
ism attempted to array class against 
class, to stir up hate, to confuse the 
voter, by a multiplicity of minor al- 
leged issues and to draw attention from 
the tariff plank of their platform. Mr. 
Taft's campaign was dignified, straight- 
forward, manly. He met every issue 
squarely, justified bv clear argument 
his past acts and his expected adminis- 
trative policies. The result justifies 
the confidence in the ultimate wisdom 
of the péople’s decision.’’ 

How Roesevelt Heard the News. 


“Washington, November 3.—The presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt reached the 
white hovse on their return from Oys- 
ter Bay shortly after 6:30 o'clock this 
evening. 

The first thing the president diag when 
he reached home was to scan the latest 
returns, which by the time he arrived 
at the white house were soming in at 
a rapid rate. He was ~»particularly 
pleased when he read the report of his 
home district in Oyster Bay, which 
gave both Mr. Taft and Governor 
Hughes a substantial majority. 

At the white house executive offices 
were installed direct wires of the dif- 
ferent telegraph companies and of the 
Associated Press, and over these the 
president had the news at the earliest 
possible moment. 

A happy party, consisting of cabinet 
officers and their wives and a mimber 
of other guests were entertained at the 
white house during the evening and 
heard the news of the election.

DISAPPOINTED IN NEW YORK 


But He Had Been Led to Believe 
That He Could Win Without 
Empire State, and Watched 
the Returns From Ohio . 

and Indiana With 
Hope. 


Fuirview, Lincoln, Neb., Novetmber 3. 
William J. Bryan tonight received at 
his home, “Fairview,” the § returné, 
which early told him that, for the third 
time, he had been defeated in the 
greatest ambition of this life. Confi- 
dent of victory to the very last, he 
was not prepared to believe that his 
cause was lost until the pluralities of 
his republican opponent piled up in 


‘such proportions as to leave no room 


the returns were not surprising to Mr. for doubt. 


When the early returns came in he 
made particular inquiries regarding 
the state of New York and found much 
encouragement in the gains he was 
making up-state over the democratic 
‘vote of 1904, but as the figures con- 
| tinued to be received, he relied on 
Greater New York to offset the heavy 
‘Taft vote above the Harlem river. 
Even in that he wae bitterly disappoint- 
ed, and he soon realized that the state 
was hopelessly gone and with it his 
Prospects of being elected. 

Some Comfort for Bryan. 


According to the predictions of this 
managers, he was led to believe that 
he would be elected without the aid of 
the Empire State, and he turned his in- 
quiries toward Ohio and Indiana. The 
|heavy democratic gain in the eighth 
|Ohio district was a source that to him 
indicated that the prophesies that Ohio 
would go democratic would be _  ful- 
filled. He also got much comfort out 
of a telegram from John E. Lamb, 
member of the advisory committee from 
Indiana, stating that the indications 
were that Indiana was probably dem- 
ocratic, and derived a good deal of 
satisfaction in the fact that his own 
precinct had given him a handsome ma- 
jority and in the reports that he again 
was carrying his state. 

After nearly three hours spent in his 
library,, Mr. Bryan came upstairs, and 
talked to the newspaper men and others 
who had assembled in the ‘‘work room.”’ 
He read some further returns, but they 
tald the same story of defeat, and he 
announced that he would not have any 
Statement to give out tonight. 

A large number of the voters of his 
precinct came in to congratulate him 
on its being carried for him, and aft- 
er chatting with them for a while, he 
went into the house, first stating that 
he would retire at 10 o'clock. 

No Word From Mack. 


While @ number of democratic l!ead- 
érs from all over the country commu- 
nicated with the candidate by tel- 
egraph, the absence of any word, up to 
a late hour, from Chairman Mack was 
the subject of comment. 

During the evening, the friends of 
the Bryan family from the surround- 
ing country and from Lincoln dropped 
in, and after being received by Mrs. 
Bryan, showed their interest in the 
election by remaining to hear the re- 
turns. , 

Mrs. Leavitt, Mr. Bryan's oldest 
daughter, would not concede that her 
father had lost bis fight, and remain- 
éd up until a late hour, believing that 
more favorable news would be forth- 
coming. 

At fl! p. m, Mr. Bryan sent down- 
stairs the following statement: 

“It is very gratifying to receive so 
complimentary a vote in my home pre- 
cinct of Normal and in the city of Lin- 
coln. We appreciate very much this 
expression of good will on the part of 
our neighbors in republican strong- 
holds.’”’ 

Kern Has Nothing to Say. 


Indianapolis, Ind., November 3.—*“T

Republican “Hnie Carries 
~ ‘State by 170,000 Votes 


DENEEN WINS FOR GOVERNOR 


He Has Defeated Adlai Stevenson 
by a Majority of 100,000-The 
Republican Vote Greatly Re- 
duced From That of 
Four Years Ago. 


Chicago, I., November 3.—The re- 
Publican national and state tickets 
have gained a compelte victory in Ili- 
nois, although the pluralities will 
fall short of those obtained by the 
party in the presidential campaign of 
1904. Taft has carried the state by ap- 
proximately 170,000 votes, although it 
will be some time tomorrow or Thurs- 
day before the exact figures can be ob- 
tained. 

Chanies 8S. Deneen, republican candi- 
date for governor, ran far behind the 
national ti¢ket, but has been elected by 
a plurality of about 100,000 over Adlai 
B. Stevenson, his democratic opponent. 
Deneen’s greatest losses were scored in 
Cook county, which is his home. ‘ 

Chicago and Cook county gave a plu- 
rality to Taft of 50,000, against !26,000 
for Roosevelt four years ago. Outside 
of Cook county, the plurality for Taft 
is not far from 120,000, The plurality 
of President Roosevelt in 1904 was 304,- 
939 for the state. 

Stevenson, denocratic candidate for 
governor, carried the city of Chicago 
by about 8,000, and the county of Cook 
by about 6,000. He lost heavily, how- 
ever, in the state outside of Cook 
county. 

The legislature, which ig to select a 
successor to Senator Albert J. Hopkins, 
will be strongly republican. 

In Chicago a hot fight was waged 
over the office of state's attorney, vut 
John E, Wayman, republican, was elect- 
ed by about 300,000. 

The socialist vote showed a considera- 
ble falling off from that of four years 
ago. Debs, in 1904, received 64,225 
votes. From the returns so far obtain- 
ed it seems probable that he will not 
receive much over 40,000. 


SUNFLOWER LAND

Indications Point to a Republi- 
can Plurality of 23,000 
im Kansas. 


Topeka, Kan., November %$.—Kansas 
election returns a@er still very incom- 
plete, owing to the long ballot and the 
late hour of closing the polis. The re- 
turns received seem to substantiate the 
claim of the republican state commit- 
tee that the entire republican state 
ticket. headed by Walter R. Stubbs 
for governor, has.been elected by about 
25,000 majority, and that Taft’s plural. 
ity is a few thousand votes larger. 

The republican mafority in the new 
iegislature will be large, assuring the 
election of J. L. Bristow, formerly 
fourth assistant postmaster general, as 
United States senator to succeed Ches- 
ter I. Long. The present delegation in 
congress, eight republicans, has been 
reelected mostly by increased majori- 


ties.

BRYAN CARRYING PRECINCT 


This Time He Is Leading Taft 2 to 1. 
Taft Did Net Vete Until Late 
the Afternoon — How 
Sherman and Kern 
Voted, 


Feirview, Lincoln, Neb., November 3.— 
Calmly awaiting the verdict of the 
American people at the polls, which he 
is confident will at last reward his ef- 
forts to fill the presidential chair, Wil- 
liam J, Bryan today is busying himself 
with the ordinary affairs of his home. 
Telegrams are pouring in on him bring- 
ing tidings of a democratic victory, and 
these he reads with a feeling of grati- 
fication. 

Observing by the press dispatches 
that the weather in nearly all parts of 
the country is fine, and that a heavy 
vote is being polled, Mr. Bryan re- 
marked: 

“Inasmuch as I expect a majority of 
the voters are with me, good weather 
is good for me.” 

No little satisfaction was felt by the 
candidate when at noon he was in- 
formed that his own precinct was g0- 
ing for him 2 to |. He cast hig baliot 
at 9:15 o’clock, and voted the straight 
democratic ticket. As he did so, he 
removed his hat, and every man in the 
little grocery store in Normal, where 
the polling place was located, followed 
suit. 

Mr. Bryan was .up early look- 
ing over a mass of, telegrams received 
from different parts of the country, 
giving assurances of a democratic vic- 
tory, and at 9 o'clock, accompanied by 
J. D. Lyons, his farm manager; his 
secretary, Rose, and the correspondent 
of the Associated Press, drove in a dog- 
cart to Henlin’s grocery store in the 
little village of Normal, where he cast 
his vote. 

On the way to the voting place Mr. 
Bryan paid a visit to a_ sick friend. 
“Uncle Jake” Wolf, a feeble old resi- 
dent of Normal. Returning to his home 
on foot, Mr. Bryan carried a bundle of 
morning papers into his library, and 
there he remained for some time. 


Taft Voted Late. 


Cincinnati, Ohlo, November 3.—Wil- 
liam H. Taft cast ballot No. 371 at 4:41 
o'clock this afternoon at precinct H., 
second ward, the polling place being 
in @ plumber’s shop at 2009 Madison 
road. It required three minutes for 
Taft to cast his ballot after going into 
the booth. A flashlight picture was 
taken of Mr. Taft entering the voting 


UAST BALLOTS 


Before voting, Mr. Taft presented 
Election Judge Brower with a letter 
from the board of election supervisors, 
containing the decision that Mr. Taft's 
vote would be legal if cast in that pre- 
cinet. 

The decision was based on the fact 
that Mr. Taft's last residence in Cin- 
cinnat! was at the old Walker home, 
near the voting place, the residence 
portion of which has since been de- 
stroyed. 

When Sherman Voted, 


Utica, N,. Y., November 3.—James S. 
Snerman, the republican candidate for 
vice president, accompanied by his 
three sons, went to the election booth 
in the third district of the seventh 
ward about 10:30 o’clock this morning. 
Mr, Sherman voted ballot 328. He was; 
behind the curtain of the voting ma- 
chine about six seconds, and was im- 
médiately followed by his sons, Sher- 
rill, Richard and Tom. The boys voted 
in about the same time as their father, 
and Mr. Sherman suggested that at 
least four straight republican § votes 
had been cast. He laid a handful of 
cigd@s on the table occupied by the 
officials, nodded pleasantly to some of 
the workers about the polls and step- 
ped out to reenter his automobile. 

The Vote of Mr. Kern. 


Indianapolis, Ind., November 3.—John 
W. Kern, democratic candidate for vice 
president, reached here at 7:45 o'clock 
this morning on his return from his 
speaking tour in Ohio. He at once 
proceeded to his home, where he took 
a short rest. Later, accompanied by 
his emalfson, “Billie,” he went to his 
polling place and at 10:35 o’clock 
registered hig vote—407. 

There were many inquiries as to the 
condition of his sick boy, Mr. Kern re- 
plying that the lad was much better, : 
being able to sit up this morning. 


ALABAMA. 


Birmingham, Ala., November 3.—Nine 
democratic congressmen have been 
elected in Alabama, and returns at 
midnight indicated the defeat of the 
@roposed constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for the formation of new coun- 
ties, and the biennial sessions amend- 
ment. The good roads amendment seems 
to have carried. The indications are 
that the normel democratic majority 
has been maintained. 

A telegram tonight from Demopolis, 
Ala., says that Taft was given eixty 
votes there, as against Roosevelt's 24 
four years ago. Indications from other 
points show Taft’s vote increased, but 
southern portion of state remains solid- 
ly democratic. 

Mobile, Ala., November 3.—With the 
city and county returns of Mobile still 
incomplete, indications are sufficient to 
show that both city and county remain 
democratic by big majorities. Taft's 
wote is indicated as somewhat greater 
than that given Roosevelt four years 
@g0. All three constitutional amend- 
ments carried in city and county, Re- 
porte from Balkiwin county indicate 
amendments carried there also.

The economic development of small water powers ts yiewed by The Blec- 
trical Worid as being superior to a gold mine as a wealth producer, since it 
pays regular returns “and never peters out.” In discussing this subject it says: 

“To bring these powers to market !s emphatically the business of local 
capital. , Few of them are big enough to attract the bankers who expect to 
make their profits out of handling large blocks of securities. It is the local 
bankers who daily do business in the communities that would be directly af- 
fected, on whom the duty of development devolves.” . 

The great danger in the way of such enterprises, as of so many others, 
is that a really valuable property is looked upon as something to be exploited. 
It ig valued more for the amount of bonds and stocks that may be floated 
than for the opportunities it offers for actual development. 

» By sane, systematic and honest handling there is no question that water 
power projects in Georgia and throughout the south can be made the source 
of safe and reasonably large returns upon money invested.

High-Grade Tobacco. 


Montgomery, <Ala., November %.—

missioner of agriculture, J. A. Wilkin- 
son, will, begin at once to work out 
a campaign for the prod&iction of high 
class tobacco. The denartment of ag- 
riculture at Washington has. sent 
Messrs. William Hinson ang W. D. 
Schrader, experts, to develop the state 
field, and they have spent some time 
at the capitol conferring with Mr. 
Wilkinson. Successful experiments 
have been made with wrapper at Brew- 
ton and with both wrapper and filler 
at Marion. Good results have aiso 
been attaineg in Dallas county on 
similar scale. 

The new tobacco at Brewton, a sam-

Regarding the Washington street via- 
duct controversy, Dr. John E. White 
makes the following reply to President 
Lutner Z. Rosser, of the board of educa- 
tion: 

Editor Constitution: The characterl!s- 
tic attack of Mr. Luther Z. Rosser on 
me personally should not be allowed to 
distract attention of the public from 
the main issue of getting the Boys’ and 
Girls’ High schools free from the con- 
tamination that lines the Washington 
street viaduct.

Everybody in Ailanta knows Mr. Ros- 
ser. and the citizens of the city know 
me and my conduct and motives in the 
criticism [ thave made of the lethargy 
and Indifference of t boarg of educa- 
tion, as*®a board, and the opposition in 
the police board toward the movement 
to rescue the Washington street via- 
duct. 

Mr, Rosser evident!v does not believe 
that@these objectionable nouses will be 
rer@pved. He says: “The school board 
did not succeed in removing the ob 
jectiong to the viaduct, nor did the com: 
mittee of citizens. nor did Dr. Whit/ 
and ‘his church.’’ But we did succeed ia 
doing easily what the board of educa- 
tion might have done more easily. W®9% 
have appealed to the public and the pub- 
lic has answered. 

There is evidently still a strong op- 
position holding on to the nope that we 
wili fail in our determination. But we 
will not fail. The diverting eloquence, 
the distracting sarcasm, the ebullient 
irony that charges oné little eiti- 
zen with trying to play the ‘‘over-lord” 
is fierce enough, but it will not stick 
in the way of public opinion. There are 
only a very few men in Atlanta.who 
nave successfully playeq the part af 
“over-lord’” and generalissimo. There 
is no room on the stage at this time 
for another. 

The objectionable and dangerous traf- 
fic on Washington street viaduct in the 
path of the schools will be remyed 
in one of three ways: 

First. By the police commissionerg in 
obedience to the presentment of the 
grard jury. 

Second. By indicting the owners of 
tne houses for a plain and flagrant vio- 
lation of the law. 

Third. By bringing the madames of 
these resorts before Judge Calhoun and 
give him the privilege of doing what he 
has declared he will do. 

I have stated the process of procedure 
in the order we would prefer. 

Personally, I sincerely regret that tae 
board of education has not had the 
honor of moving resolutely and suc- 
cessfully in thig matter.

Chicago Bond firm 


'SHE WAS CAUGHT ON TRAIN

Chicago, November 3.—With $20,000 
of bonds which she had obtained from 
the firm of ‘Babcock, Pushton & Louder- 
back, bond dealers in the Rookery 
building, a woman known as Alice Che- 
ney Brown, was arrested last nignt at 
the union depot, and made to return 
the securities. 

She had a ticket for Denver and was 
aboard the train, waiting for its depart- 
ure when Detective Frank Repetto 
found her preparing to retire for the 
night. Repetto’s instructions from the 
broker were not to detain the woman 
if she restored the $20,000 worth of 
bonds. This she readily assented to, 
and and she took them from a handbag 
on the seat beside her. Tne woman 
had also passed a worthless check for 
$63 on, the management of the Congress 
Hotel Company. Detective Repetto, 
who is employed by the hotel company, 
nad this little score to settle with the 
woman. She made good the amount of 
the check and was allowed to go her 
way. 

How She Obtained Bonds. 


The method by which the woman OD- 
tained tne bonds was by passing’ 2 
worthless check on the brokers for 
$19,720.

SELDOM DOES LITERATURE 
PROVE A ROAD TO RICHES 


New York, November 3.—(Special.)— 
“The discussion over the d@ollar-a-word 
rate that is to be paid to RBresident 
Roosevelt for his etory of his Arrican 
hunt has led to the circulation of a lot 
of misinformation about the sums paid 
to writers of books and magazine arti- 
cles,’’ said an editor who has been con- 


nected for years with one of the largest 
publishing houses in this city. 
“As a matter 


takes up writing in the expectation of 
making a fortune ig almost as likely to 
meet disappointment now as he would 
have been in the days when John Mil- 
ton sold “Paradise Lost’’ for $30. On 
the other hand, it is true that a much 
larger number of men and women than 
ever before are earning comfortable in- 
comes out of the work they do with 
their pens. The rewards of ability as 


of fact the man who} 


contrasted to genius are greater than 
in any previous generation and there 
are a few writers who have risen to 
affluence solely by their literary work 
without any such adventitious aids 
such as having been elected to the 
presidency or having been defeated in 
trying to be elected to it. 

“Sir Walter Scott long remained the 
most remarkable example of a financial- 
ly successful practitioner of the liter- 
ary art with his record of more than 
a million dollars earned by his writing 
and that in a dav when the returns 
from a successful book were far below 
what they are now. It is doubtful if 
any author living today can show a 
greater amount of earnings from his 
pen. Mark Twain undoubtedly has 
made that much, but part of it came 
through his lecture tours. Kipling’s 
income from his books for half a dozen 
years was far above a hundred thou- 
sand dollars a year, but his productiv- 
ity ig greatly restricted now. He was 
wise enough to retire when signs that 
his hold on the public was weakening 
began to appear. Sir Conan Doyle, tao, 
has gained a handsome fortune and a 
knighthood from his stories and it is 


safe to say that ‘Sherlock Holmes’ has 
brought his creator a larger sum than 
any other single character in fiction. 
It is said that alxty thougand dollars 
was paid in England and the United 
States for half a dozen short stores of 
the ‘Sherlock Holmes’ series. This was 
merely for the serial rights, before ever 
the matter was put on book form. 
“Of the novelists who are continuing 
to turn out work in practically un- 
@bated volume, Hall ne undobtedly 
is the most successful from the finan- 
cial paint of view. The peculiar fact 
about the Manx story writer is that 


the sales of a new book from his pen 
lead those of all other novelists, both in 
Great Britain and America and are! 
practically certain to amount to 400,-| 
000 copies for any book he writes. That| 
means. with payments for sera) rights.| 
something like $150,000 for each novel. | 
As Caine spends about three years in| 
turning out a boo khe earns approxi-! 
mately the salary of the president of 
the United States. 

“There are two ways in which the 
comparatively few ‘American authors 
who have made fortunes from their 
work have achieved the golden rewards 
of literature. One is through the de- 
mand, amounting to a craze, for a sin- 
gle book. The other is by a steady out- 
put of popular successes by which a 
writer gains that asset which endears 
him to the publisher, that is, ‘his own 
public,’ a vast circle of readers who 
are certain to buy any book that comes 
from hig pen. Among books of the 
former kind, ‘David Harum’ wil] prob-| 
ably long remain the undisputed leader. 
Its author was a ‘one-book’ man, but| 
that one book has sold more than! 
1,000,000 copies and is still selling whi 
the rate of 60,000 @ year.

agencies that handle matter sold on 
the railways. This possibly is explain- 
ed by the fact that his stories ‘are read 
so largely by men. Chambers himself 
would laugh if anybody called him a 
great literary genius, but for the peo- 
ple who are living here and now, he 
seems to strike the chord of universal 
interest in everything that he writes. 

“Most people think that there is 
nothing easier than writing popular 
novels, once an author has established 
his reputation. No greater mistake 
could be made. Aside from the labor 
of collecting material and evolving the 
ideas that are to take form in the 
story, the physical and mental strain 
of composition, as “it is practiced by 
the men whose work takes hold of the 
public, is terrific. 

“Take Chambers as an example, since 
he happens to be a voluminous writer 
and one who has dealt with a wide 
range of themes. Most of his work is 
done at his home, near Broadalbin, N. 
Y., in the foothills of the Adirondacks, 
Disregarding such modern aids to au- 
thorship as the typewriter, he does all 
his writing with a pencil upon a pad 
of paper which he rests upon his knee 
Or On the arm of a chair, or a rock, or 
whatever object is most convenient in 
the place where he happens to be. Often 
he wanders out into the woods that 
cover a large part of his Adirondack 
acres, sits down in a comfortable spot 
and writes there for hours. At other 
times he will carry on his writing in 
a room where half a dozen persons 
may be talking. When engaged on a 
novel, his mood is one of complete 
absorption. Sometimes he will begin 
his writing at 7 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and continue steadily for almost 
twenty-four hours, scarcely stopping 
even to eat. As the work grows under 
his hand he becomes more and more 
completely absorbed by it, working 
from twelve to sixteen hours a day, 
until, with the compietion of the story, 
his fingers are covered with callous 
marks from holding the pencil, and he 
is completely exhausted. His work re- 
ceives very little revision. If a chap- 
ter does not suit him when he has 
written it, he tears it up and begins 
over again. 
Set,” he found, after writing sixty 
thousand words, that he had just got 
to the beginning of his story as he 
then saw it. These sixty thousand 
words promptly went into the waste 
basket. It was the same way with 
‘The Fighting Chance,’ and with his 
new book, ‘The Firing Line.’ Whole 
chapters were written only to be torn 
up and thrown away. When one of his 
books ig finished he has to lay pencil 
and paper aside for a month or two 
and take'to the woods and fields to re- 
cuperate from the intense strain. 

“One of the questions oftenest asked 
me by persons to whom the writing of 
books is more or less a mystery is 
whether authors do not run out of 
The fact is, so far as my obser- 
vatiot. goes, that really successful 
writers have far more ideas for stories 
than they can ever hope to reduce to 
written form. When a man has obtain- 
ed sufficient grasp of life to be a 
successful novelist his task becomes 
one of selection among the numberless 
themes that force themselves upon his 
mind. I think you will find that au- 
thors themselves agree with me. That 
reminds me of a remark that I heard 
Mr. Chambers make to an acquaintance 
who asked him what field he intended 
to take up when he had exhausted 
fashionable New York life. 

‘**Exhausted,’ exclaimed the novelist. 
‘Why, my dear sir, there are fifty 
thousand novels in New York. Of 
course,’ he added, quizzically, ‘1 deun’t 
intend to write them alil.’”
